Tests for Motorists. 


At a meeting of the Roads Advisory 
Committee for Northern Ireland, in Belfast 
yesterday, some matters of prime import: 
ance were discussed. Purely political 
problems have occupied the centre of the 
stage both in Belfast and Dublin for suth 
a long time that sight has been lost of 
many of the other tasks which await the 
attention of the young Irish Governments. 
The happiness and well-being of a com- 
munity, after all, depend only indirectly 
on politics, They ate promoted chiefly by 
perfection in the small, things of life, and 
on” of the topics of discussion at the Belfast 
Roads Committee belongs to this category. 
Ine committee considered carefully and 
made recommendations to the Ministry 
for. Home Affairs in regard to the appli- 
cation of a proficiency test to all candi- 
dates for a licence to drive motor cars. 
From the point of view of the motorist, 
as well as from that of-the general public, 
a test of proficiency for motor car drivers 
is highly desirable. At present the grant- 
ing oí licences is a farce. In Britain, 
Northern Ireland, and the Free State any 
Tom, Dick or Harry can get a licence to 
drive a motor car if he has sufficient 
money to pay for it. No test of any. kind 
is imposed, and there is nothing whatever 
to prevent an absolutely inexperienced 
amateur from driving a heavy ‘lorry 
through the streets of Dublin or Belfast. to 
the grave peril of the lives of pedestrians 
and occupants’ of other motor cars who 
may happen to be within range. We 
are glad that the Northern Committee has 
considered this question, and hope that a 
rigorous test will be imposed. The cult 
of the motor car is increasing in Ireland 
every day, and, despite hard times and 
the depression .of trade, the number of 
‘motorists is growing steadily. Many men, 
and not a few women, are unfitted by 
temperament to assume charge oí a motor 
car,. Thousands oí the people who are 
allówed at present to dash through Trish 
streets never could pass, for instance, thé 
nerve tests which must be satisfied’. by 
anybody who aspires to become.a pilot in 
the Air Force, or the tests of eyesight and 
hearing to which every endet in the 
Mercantile Marine is submitted. Let no 
airman or no navigation officer at sea has 
greater responsibilities towards the general 
public than the young enthusiast who, 
with the vaguest possible knowledge of 
his controls, careers gaily through College 
Green in his newly purchased car. We 
hope that the Free. State Government 
in this respect will take a lesson from the 
North. The number of motor accidents in 
the Free State would be reduced consider- 


examination, and we venture to suggest 
that the Army authorities might set a 
good example by refusing to allow any 
soldier to drive a motor vehicle until he 


has satisfied them that he is well fitted in 
every respect for his job. 


Music in Dublin. 


Many times in the course of the last few 
years attention has been called to the need 
of a proper concert hall in Dublin. By none 
has this lack been felt more seriously 
than by the Feis Ceoil Association, 
which, as.Mr. Lupton, K.C., pointed out 
yesterday at the annual meeting, has held 
its annual Feis without a break during 
the twenty-six years of its history. So 
popular have these musical competitions 
become that at the Feis held in the 
present year there were over eight 
hundred . entratits. For several years it 
has been found necessary to hold different 
portions of the Feis in halls rented in 
different parts of the city. Some time ago 
the. Association decided at a meeting, and 
‘subject to the approval of the general 
meeting, to give the sum of five hundred 
pounds to any person or body that would 
incoypoyate in any building a concert- 
hall of which the Association would 
approve. The general meeting yesterday 
endorsed the proposal with enthusiasm. 
This handsome effort to lead the way by a 
society that boasts only a couple of 
hundred members and has a balance to its 
eredit of one hundred and seventy-three 
pounds will invoke general approval, but 
more than approval is needed if the pro- 
posal is to come to anything. It is pro- 
bably true, as Alderman Hubbard Clark 
told the Association, that no assistance 
can be expected from the Dublin Corpora- 
tion; but the needed funds can be 
obtained by public subscription. if the 
people of Dublin are as fond of music as 
they profess to be. Mr. Dermod O’Brien 
suggested a scheme for a public building 
that would provide at the same time a 
gallery suitable for art exhibitions and a 
concert hall. Possibly some of the wealthy 
Americans who opened their purses in 
more troublous times will be equally 
generous now when Art, and not Liberty;

OBITUARY. 


MR. .PHILIP COSGRAVE. 


Mr. Philip Cosgrave, a member of Dail 
ireann, died ‘oe! suddenly’ yesterday 
at his regidence, James's street, Dublin, 
after a brief illness. He was a brother 
„t President. Cosgrave, and was by pro- 
ſession a chartered accountant. Both brothers 
took an active part in the rebellion of 
Easter Week, 1916, and fonght in the South 
Dublin Workhouse, which is only across the 
the road from their residence. They were 
taken 5 the British forces and de- 
ported to England. Mr. Philip Cosgrave was 
sentenced to death. The brothers were re- 
leased úndev the. general amnesty which was 
proclaimed in the summer of 1917. The de- 
n.. was well known in the 
South side of Dublin, and was highly re- 
* roveg by his election to the 
second Dail in 1931, at the top of the poll 
to the Dail which was elected last August. 
H had been for a year Military Governor of 
the duties of that position.

LETTER FROM THE EMPLOYERS. 


The situation with regard to the Cork 
labour disputes showed no outward change 

esterday, but the latest information goncern- 
ing the state of the negotiations for settlement 
makes it clear that, a crisis is fast approaching. 
The. general feeling is optimistic. The Cork 
employers have announced their acceptance of 
the Goverument's terms, provided that the 
Cork dockers, who are believed to have ac 
cepted the terms by their ballot, return to 
work on Wednesday. The dockers in Cork 
were evidently awaiting the decision of their 
Dublin fellow-workers; but now, in conse- 
quence of the fresh difficulty in Dublin, it is 
not clear what. action may be taken in Cork. 
Professor O’Rahilly’s suggestion was to re- 
sume work in Cork irrespective of the Dublin 
situation. 

THE OTHER STRIKES. 

Yesterday the Employers’ Federation sent a 
circular letter to all the Unions involved in 
the dispute. This letter confirms the terms 
submitted by Mr. Gordon Campbell, Secretary 
of the Ministry of Commerce, towards the close 
of last week. The terms are stated in the 
letter to be: 

(1) An immediate reduction of wages 
amounting to one-half of the employers’ de- 
mand. 

(2) The balance of the demand to be sub- 
mitted to the decision of Professor O’Rahilly, 
T.D., immediately after work is resumed, 
which decision shall be binding on all parties. 

These terms are stated by the Federation 
to be final, and, if accepted, work would be 
immediately resumed. The circular concludes 
with a request to have the terms submitted 
to the members of the various unions con- 
cerned. ; 

It was stated that these terms were under 
consideration yesterday evening by repre- 
sentatives of the various unions. Until their 
decision is known no further developments 
can take place. 

At a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Cork Industrial Development Associa- 
tion reference, was made to the labour dis- 
putes. The. Secretary reported progress in the 
negotiations. for a settlement of the various

The Chairman (Mi. Nagle) said that it was 
a monatrous state of affairs to have the entire 
industry and commerce of the city and port 
held up while the two parties to the trade 
dispute were squabbling over conditions of em- 
ployment and the rate of profits and wages.

POSITION IN ENGLISH COURTS. 

Yesterday in the Court of Appeal, London 
(constituted by Lord Justice Bankes and Lord 
Justice Atkin), the case of Wakely v. the 
Triumph Cycle Co., Ltd.. was heard. The 
defendants, whose registered address is 
Coventry. appealed against an order of Mr. 
Justice Swift in Chambers reversing an order 
of the Master, who had directed that the 
plaintiff, who resides at Elmhurst, Temple 
Gardens, Dublin, should give security in the 
sum of £25 in respect of the action which he 
brought against the defendants for alleged 
negligence. 

The ground of the application for security 
was that the plaintiff had no substantial pro- 
perty, either real or rsonal, in Great 
Britain, but Mr. Justice Swift held that, 
notwithstanding the Irish Free State legisla- 
tion, the Judgment Extension Act, 1868, was 
still in force, and that no order for security 
could be made. 

Having heard the arguments on both sides, 
their lordships allowed the appeal, holding 
that at the material times the Judgment Ex- 
tension Act had no operation in the South of 
Ireland.

TICHBORNE CASE ECHO. 


WOMAN PLEADS GUILTY TO 
SERIOUS CHARGES. 


At the Old Bailey, London, yesterday, 
Theresa Mary Agnes Doughty Tichberne, 57, 
described as a dressmaker, was charged with 
sending threatening letters, to Sir George 
Lewis, the well-known solicitor. There was a 
further charge of ‘publishing defamatory libels 
concerning Sir Joseph Tichborne. ! 

In regard to the charge of libel, the prisoner 
pleaded justification, and she pleaded not 
guilty to the other charge. 
Sir Richard Muir, prosecuting, said that 
the prisoner declared herself to be the daugh- 
ter of the Tichborne claimant. In November 
last she wrote to the Brockenhurst coroner 
stating that a man came to her from Sir 
Joseph Tichborne with a message to the effect 
that Sir Joseph would prosecute her if he 
received any further letters from her. 
Prisoner also alleged in the letter to the 
coroner that Sir — offered to pay her 
debts if she were dead. | 

In a letter to Sir Joseph Tichborne last 
March the prisoner said that she had not 
decided to take her life, but she was prepared 
to carry out his suggestion to give up all 
claim to the Tichborne name and estate if 
she were given sufficient money to support 
her. In a letter to the firm of Lewis and 


threatening that she would go to Tichborne 
Park and shoot herself. In an ress letter 
to Sir George Lewis on July 11 she referred 
to shooting someone like him before commit- 
ting suicide. ' ' 
Sir Joseph Tichborne deposed to receiving 
letters from the prisoner.

At the last meeting of the Court Laundry 
and Mirror Laundry employés, distributions 
of profits were made for 1922. 

At the Court Laundry profit-sharing was 
commenced in 1911, and Jistributions have 
been made without interruption to date, 
making 12 in all. 

The amount distributed for 1922 wag at the 
rate of Sd. in the & on total wages paid to 
all employés with six months’ service and 
over. The gross amount of the distribution 
was £449. Of this amount, £192 was drawn 
in cash and balances left in the hands of the 
company as loan deposits, subj to interest 
at 5 per cent. per annum. The total loan 
deposits now amount to £610, an amount 
which will increase with each distribution as 
each employé (except as hereafter mentioned) 
must leave at least half of his or her share in 
the concern. 

At the Mirror Laundry the system was 
commenced in 1918, and the recent distribution 
was the fourth, a break having occurred in 
1920, when the trade for that year yielded no 
share. 

The amount distributed for 1922 was at 
the rate of 4d. in the £, and equalled £92 
for 61 workers, out of a total staff of the 
same number. Of this amount, £38 was 
drawn in cash, exactly the same rules operat- 
ing as at the Court Laundry 

The Mirror employés wil now £300 with 
the firm on loan deposit. It will be seen 
that the loan deposits in each laundry are 
considerably less than half the total distribu- 
tions to date, which is accounted for by the 


fact that in lean years the directors waived” 


the rule with reference to only half the share 
being drawn in cash. Employés are entitled 
to receive payment of all balances due to them 
on leaving the service of the firm, and, further- 
more, can always draw on their savings on 
showing proof of sickness or distress of any 
kind in their homes. 

The following tables show the progress of 
business in each laundry to date. It will be 
observed that the Court La employés 
have received £3,228 in 12 years, and the 
Mirror Laundry £601 in 5 years, a gross total 
of £3,829. i 
Measrs. Stokes Bros. and Pim have certified 
each year that the system has been correctly 
carried out.
